The Klansmen and their ladies met 
in a large field, east of town, along 
the Lincoln Highway, where earlier 
in the day a veritable camp had been 
set up, equipped with electric lights, 
rest tents and eating stands. 
Conspicuous in the parade, which 
was concluded without any untoward 
incident, were the Bible, carried open­ 
ed in the hands of one of the march­ 
ers, the American flag and the fluming 
emblem of the Klan. 
Some of those 
in line wore colorful uniforms of red, 
white and blue, while others similated 
overseas veterans in "tin hats” and 
khaki uniforms. 
Others wore white 
hooded uniforms, with the fact* mask 
thrown back. 
Charter New Order

Oil City, Pa.—A copy of the Magna 
Charta, found years ago in the Betsy 
Ross house in Philadelphia, is now in 
the possession of the Lincoln Junior 
High School of Oil City. It was pre­ 
sented to the school by Mr. and Mrs. 
Charles Perry, of Oil City, who re­ 
ceived it from Mr. Perry’s brother. 
They believe it is one of the few 
unsealed copies of the document in 
the United States, 
Among the other 
known copies are two, one in a New 
York museum and one in the John 
Wanamaker collection. 
That the gift is rare and valuable 
is indicated by available records which 
say “there are in 
existence 
four 
copies sealed with the great seal of 
King 
John 
and 
several 
unsealed 
copies. 
Of the four, two are in the 
British- museum and two belong to 
the cathedrals of Lincoln and Salis­ 
bury.” 
The history of the local copy be­ 
fore its discovery in Philadelphia is 
not known and so its age is a mys­ 
tery. Mr. Peyry found it while clean­ 
ing up the Ross property in prepa­ 
ration for its perpetuation.

death of the * finder 
it 
became 
the 
property of the Oil City 
man 
and 
was put away. 
Recently the .trunk 
containing the document was opened 
and the family decided to present it 
to the public schoools of Oil City. 
The Magna Challa 
is 
30 by 
18 
inches in size, the G3 chapters or laws 
being written in Latin. 
The 
docu­ 
ment is of wood parchment, brittle 
and yellow with age. 
On 
one edge 
are written the names of the kings 
and queens of England while the op­ 
posite edge hears the coats of arms 
of the royal families of that age. 
The original 
Magna 
Charta, 
or 
great charter, was granted at Runni- 
mede,. England, in June, 1215, by King 
John to the English people.
